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Wuen the Emperor left the city of 
Peking lately quite a large part of the 
population ‘went with him. Twenty 
thousand at least were in the procession, 
and there were more than ten thousand 
carts, wagons aud other conveyances. 
The Emperor is borne in a cbair with 
sixteen bearers, who are trained to their 
work, are all tall men of the same 


cough, or spit, nor mast they utter even 
awhisper. The Emperor sits in aglass 
chair. ‘There is a singlo Inrgo sheet 
of plate glass on ench side, through 
which he can be seen distinctly, He 
wears the ordinary costume of a Man- 
chugentleman. All the six Boards were 
represented, and other government of- 
fices to the number of about eight more. 
‘The Presidents of Boards, thirteen in 
all, go in chairs, a privilege not allowed 
to inferior persons. ‘The supplemental 
Board of Ceremonies has to go in un- 
stinted nambors, its officers having mach 
to do in regalating the ceremonies. 
Until the present time the Emperor has 
scarcely gone anywhere except for the 
performance of sacrifices, on which oc- 
casions those who have the duties of 
priests must appear in full force. When 
the procession left the palace gates it 
entered upon a carefully levelled road 
covered with yellow earth, on which not 
a stone ora stick could be seen, A 
troop of abont fifty horsemen, distributed 
before aud beliud the Emperor; rode on 
in good order, there beivg no sound 
heard but tho tramp of the horses’ feet, 
No one was allowed to be in the streets 
except persons haying daties connected 
with the Imperial progress ; but all 
along the way small holes were per- 
forated through the shop shatters, and 
a thousand eyes were watching to catch 
a sight of the Son of Heaven and of 
the Empress in their yellow chairs. 
‘To those outside the city more liberty is 
allowed. The people are permitted to 
look on, bat they must kneel ato dis- 
tance of not less than twenty or thirty 
yards from the Emperor. 

The contrast with Western cns- 
toms is very striking. The Chinose 
notion is that the people must look 
on in trembling adoration when their 
prince is near. Europeau sovereigns 
without an exception wish the people 
to rejoice and to make their pleasure 
known by shouting, and while the 
crowds remove their hats in sign of 
respect, the crowned heads of the 
West remove theirs. This indicates 
sympathy between the governor aud 
the governed, and underneath it there 
is a sort of democratic equality. In the 
old days of Rome the soldiers might

shout “Imperator!” and there wereocca- 





sions when they were told to do so as a 
part of their duty. The Chinese belong 
to the Taranian races, and the outward 
demonstrations of respect which oti- 
quetto requires are silence and kneeling. 
Several persons on the occasion of the 
late progress seized the opportunity to 
prostrate themselves on the road in sight 
of the Emperor. Their object was to 
have attention drawn to their personal 
grievances. According to the rale on 
such ocvasions they were taken into 
custody by the officers of the Board of 
Panishmeuts,and the results of enquiries 
into their cases have not yet been made 
kuown, This is a recognized legal 
mode of appealing to the Emperor, but 
all such persons are treated as criminals, 
pending a judicial decision. ‘Thore is 
somthing very unlike Western custom 
in this also. 

‘The Emperor is accommodated in 
buildings called Hsing Kung. ‘They 
are sufficiently numerous on the line of 
way to allow of the Emperor taking 
refveshmont whenever he requires, and 
sleeping at the proper intervals. ‘Tents 
are set up round these imperial hotels, 
and here the government officers aro 
accommodated. They are all dis- 
posed in their proper places, as in 
Peking when the Emporor is at home, 
The Emperor is always the centre 
of an encampment. Military offi- 
cers watch over his safety and civil 
officers dischargo the business of the 
State. Tho Peking Gazette was pub- 
lished every other day during the 
Emperor's absence, instead of every day, 
indicating that much less business was 
done; bat still there was a conrt each 
day, and a certain amount of businesa 
was transacted. The land taxes by 
special edict were diminished for each 
department throngh which the Emperor 
passed to the extent of four parts in ten. 
There is no mention made of special 
favours bestowed beyond this, but as it 
is usual to reduce the year's taxes by 
only three-tenths on such occasions the 
young Emperor has now gained some 
reputation for liberality. As the Em- 
press Dowager and the Emperor's father 
also went on this visit to the tombs, all 
the appointments of this progress of 
eighty miles for the performance of 
sacrifices to the Emperor's ancestors 
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would be very complete. It was a 
spectacle of magnificence which de- 
lighted the eyes of all who observed 
it, Tho foreign residents in Peking 
were however not allowed to witness it. 
As usual a request was made that in 
conformity to custom they would not 
appear on the line of ronte on the days 
of tho Emperor's goiug and returning.

Just before Inst mail left England the 
Sceretary of the Admiralty introduced 
the Navy Estimates in the House of 
Commons, and said that the present 
Admiralty claimed to represent the 
national naval policy; to be a sort 
of animlgam of the views of Whig 
and Tory Lords, adopting the Northe 
brook plins with Lord George Hamil. 
ton’s improvements, ‘The expendilare 
proposed for this year amounts to 
£12,993,000, which are higher esti- 
mates than any sitice the Crimenn war, 
ia i iy caused by the ship-build- 
ing proposed by Lord Northbrook and 
added to by Lord George Hamilton, The 
me of the former wns to cust 
about £3,500,000, while Lord George 
daring his seven mouths of office com- 
menced to build eleyeu additional ships 
—five under his predecessor's plan and 
six under his own—thereby adding @ 
linbility of £3,600,000. In addition 
to this, forty torpedo boate are building, 
and their ovat will be £2,276,000 wh 
Ins to be provided in this year’s vote 
This yen’s liability of the deparim 
under the programmes of the two 
previous Boards is £6,100,000; and 
of that amount £3,828, has 
to be puid for ship.bi 0.

Taking the ports seriatim, we find an 
increase of over Tis. 14,000 in Now- 
echwang, due apparently to the earlier 
opening of navigation, ‘The duties 
cvllegied in the first quarters of 1884

The ef- 
feot of these great influxes of mei 
into countries where nothing was ready 
for them, if they were now repoated, 
would not be so great or so lasting. 
Quicker communication and more ample 
supplies of food and clothing would 
sooner bring matters to something ap- 
pronching oidivary conditions of life 
elsewhere, than wns possible in the 
‘fifties, But neverthelene, “ diggings ” 
which would draw # fow hundred thou- 
d men to Kimberley Provinoe, who 
would require to be supplied with neces- 
saries from other paris of the Aus- 
tralasian continent, would have a good 
effect on the general trade of these, 
and this would benefit commerce else- 
where. The placea of those who left 
Victoria or New South Wales for West 
Aastralia would promptly be filled by 
othors from England and Earope, and 
thus a much needed stimulus would be 
totradoand shipping. Somothing 
of the Isind in needed to carry off the 
superfluous people, energies aud pro- 
ducts of the world. The benefits which 
large new supplies of gold will do would 
thus not be limited to the aotual increase 
which they would make in the eupplies 
of a previous metal. 









































West Australia ia only a little better 
than an anivhabited country in all except 
a strip of Innd near thesen, Tis extent 
is in round figures 1,000,000 rquare 
miles ; ita grentest length is 1,280 miles 
from north to south nud 800 miles 
from enst to west, while the ocenpied 
portion of the colony is abont 600 miles 
length from north to sonth by nbout 
150 miles in average breadth.

Forrest, but the reports they gave 
of extensive deserts and the great scar- 
city of wator were not encouraging. In 
1879, however, twenty millions of weres 
of well watered country were discovered 
along the river courses of the north aud 
north east territory, affording tot only 
good pasturage, but adapted to the 
cultivation of sugar, rice and coffee, 
And so lately as March Inst a new 
exploring party left Sydney for Cam.

Lust year (1884-5) the Directors paid a 
dividend of 4% out of the earnings of the 
Company, absorbing the sum of £4,800. 
This year (1885-6) they propose to’ pay

‘The local Directors, the Engineer a 
competent clerk are wil that 
‘The shareholders would then 
‘As far ns increasing the capital i 
cerned, I think the step is wtyisable, aud 
should have been taken before.
